Explanation: 

Document 1 describes that (1) human T cell lymphoma cell LM-2-JCK was transplanted into a NOG 
(Nod/Shi-scid, IL-2RY KO) mouse, and (2) this model animal can be used as a method for screening the 
remedies for human lymphomas. 

So, the subject matters of claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7 and 9 do not appear to be novel. 

Docimient 2 describes that h\iman multiple myeloma cells such as U266 were transplanted into SCID 
nodce indirectly through a spicule of a human fetus, to make model animals. Document 1 describes that (1) 
various cells can be efficiently transplanted into NCXj mice, and (2) a hmnan T cell lymphoma cell as a human 
hematopoietic organ tumor cell was successfully transplanted. So, a person skilled in the art could have easily 
selected the U266 described in document 2 as a human hematopoietic organ tumor cell to be transplanted. 
Furthermore, a person skilled in the art could have predicted the effect of this constitution from document 1. 
So, the subject matters of claims 2, 5 and 8 do not appear to involve an inventive step. 



The subject matters of claims 1-9 appear to be industrially applicable. 
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
